Disruption of the Church of Scotland. 
We have delayed, for lack of room, much 


longer than we intended, such a statement, brief 
as it must necessarily be, of the prominent facts 
attending the recent disruption of the Church of 
Scotland as should enable oui readers to form at 
least some general notion of the merits of the 
controversy and the importance of the move- 
«ncnt. But as the question is one of permanent 
and not merely of temporary interest, we may- 
render our readers a service by doing now what 
we should have done before. 


It will not be easy to trace to its source the 


difficulty which has now reached its climax. 
Secessions from the Church Establishment in 
Scotland have" been frequent during all (he last 
century ; but they have been small, and in com- 
parison with this, quite unimportant 
The ques- 


tions which have been of most influence in ef- 
fecting this separation are two • 


1. The first relates to the legality of what is 


called the Veto Act, passed in Jd34. — since which 
time the subject hus cnntinupd to excite great 
attention, and the division between the opposing 
parties has become yearly more and more de- 
cided 
Previous to that timp, tho presentations to 


a very larar proportion of the Scotish Churches 
were wholly private property, in the hands some 
nf them of the crown, and others ot individuals. 
The patronage thus possessed, as all patronage 
inevitably does, soon became more or less coi- 
ropt ; and the presentations were made with very 
little reference or regard to the wishes or welfare 
of the members of the Churches. Of couise 
they became unpopular, and the opposition to 
them became sr> strong and universal that the 
Qeneral Assembly— the Convocation or Ecclesi- 
astical Parliamant of the Kirk—in 1834 passed 
»n Act giving authority to the male heads of 
families in communion with the church, to veto 
or rejtct any minuter wktm a patron might prt- 
satt to a wea*t parish 
This act, of course, was 


the occasion «f no little etcitr merit and dlsens- 
iion, and its Vjrnlity was loudly denied. Cases 
noon arose in which It was tested . The first was 
that of the Presbytery of Aocbterywder. 
The 


presM»tee was vetoed by the Congregation to 


being great difficulties in the way of constructing 
new parishes, various localities in extensive dis- 
tricts were converted into parishes quoad sacra 
the ministers of winch were provided for by a 
crown grant called the Royal Bounty, 
the 


ministers of such chaples and parishes have 
become very numerous-and the General Assem- 
bly had conferred upon them the privileges of 
regular parochial ministers, thus constituting 
them members of their several presbyteries and 
so eligible to the Assembly itself. These acts 
have been called in question, and appeals have 
been taken to the Civil ^nurtsby which the acts 
have been pronounced illegal.—The effect would 
be, as we have already said, to throw out 277 
ministers and thus to change entirely the relative 
strength of parties in the Assembly. 


These two parties had been organized with re- 


ference to the genera! question :—the Non-intru- 
sionists, or those opposed to this interference of 
the Civil Courts, with Dr. Chalmers at their 
head, having a very decided majority. 
They 


have, however, without objection, suffered the 
Lord High Commissioner, the Representative of 
the Sovereign in the General Assembly, to be 
present at its session; but he had no voice or 
vote in its proceedings, took no part in its busi- 
ness, and his presence was not even deemed 
necessary to the validity of the Assembly's 
transactions. 


These were the principal questions which had 


caused the difficulty between the Church of Scot- 
land and the civil powers. Minor points had 
increased it, and for a few days previous to the 
last meetingof the Assembly on the 18th ot May, 
the excitement had been very great. That body 
met at St. Andrew's Church in Edinburgh, with 
all its usual pomp and ceremony, the Marquis of 
Bute, Lord High Commissioner, being escorted 
by a splendid military array and the Nobility and 
Gentry attending in great numbers and amid a 
display of unusual brilliancy. The church was 
excessively crowded, and the number of mem- 
bers in attendance was much greater then usual. 
After the Marquis of Bute had taken his seat, 
the Moderator, Dr. Welsh, rose and said that 
the proper time, according to usage, had arrived 
for making up the roll; but there had been so 
great an inroad, so decided an infrmgment, on 
the Constitution of the Church, that they could 
not proceed to organize the Assembly without a 
violation of the terms of the Union of the 
Church and State, as authoritatively defined. He 
then proceeded to read the "PROTEST OF THE 
CHURCH," a brief, calm, decided statement of the 
wrong the Scotish Church had suffered in the 
subjection of her Courts to the Civil Court* in 
the exercise of their spiritual functions, in the 
interreienceof the Civil Courts with the preach- 
ing of the Gospel and administration of the 
Chiiidi ordinances, and in general in the en- 
croachments upon her authority, which were 
deemed inconsistent with Christian liberty and 
with the rights conferred by the Head of the 
Church, upon the Church alone. 


When he had finished reading this document, 


and amid the breathless attention and tears with 
which it was heard, he laid it on the table, rose 
up in his robe and chp of office and calmly walk- 
ed out, followed by Drs. Chalmers, Gorden,Mae- 
farlane, and othei of the most powerful an<l in- 
fluential members of the Scotish Church, inclu- 
ding the whole body ofadhering members and 
elders. For an instant, a loud cheer burst from 
the galleries, but it wasjimmediately hashed, and 


assembled multitude looked on in solemn si- 


lence and admiration. 
They proceeded four 


abreast through the street, the windows and 
housetops being filled with cuiiousand interest- 
ed spectators, and moved in a body to Tanfield, 
Canonmills- Thus, with a heroism and self- 
denying' nobleness of heart unequalled in tiie his- 
tory of the world, they tuined their backs open 
Royalty, upon all that secured them worWly hon- 
or and distinction, upon their incomes, thetr 
very mean* ot subsistence, and proceeded, unat- 
tended by troops, marshalled only by consciences 
void of offence and hearts filled with the spirit 
of Him in whose name they had taken this great 
and momentous step, to the Hall, where they 
were welcomed by tumultuous applause. They 
immediately organized by the applauded election 
of Dr. Chalmers, as Moderator, who then addres- 
sed the meeting, briefly vindicating the decision 
of the Assembly, and most earnestly protesting 
apainstbpihg considered Dissenters or Volunta- 
ries. They still believed, he said, in the union 
of Church and State, and if they left the Estab- 
lishment, they wished it understood that they 
went out on the Establishment principle. Com- 
mittees were then appointed, and the business 
of the Assembly was entered upon. The num- 
ber of Ministers who had joined the Free Assem- 
bly was 454, and the attendance upon its session 
was very numerous It is to meet sgnin at Glas- 
gow in Oetnbfr. 
In all respects,except with re- 


!>renc>-to the propriety of a Church Estabhsh- 
ment,there is a free communion between Dissent- 
ers and members of the free Churoh.es, and the 
former, in several instances, have opened Chap- 
els for the use of the latter, until their own e»n 
be completed. One has already been finished 
for Dr. Candish, who leaves the Cfcurch of St. 
George, the most magnificent in 
forasma.il,plain edifiee.erected within §i* weeks. 
The deputation from the Presbyterian Church of 
Ireland followed the Separatists, and •cinawled- 
gvd them as the Church. The Marquis of Bread- 
alnane has subscribed £10,000, and his lady 
£tMO fa* tn* See*d»rs, The contribution, «p 
to the latest date*, had reached t*o«t jEJftfyXX); 
the aggregate income and property which lh*y 
relinquished exceeded halt a million sterling.

Wages of Professionaland Laboring Men. 


We mentioned a week or two since that in an 


important case before our Supreme Court, a 
document of about forty large foolscap pages, 
wntten in the Danish language was introduced. 
The counsel in the cause had applied to two 
learned Professors to translate this document 
without success, wben it was sent to Mr. Elihu 
Borritt th« Worcester Blacksmith. He labored 
upon it twelve full days and gave an accurate 
UansktioBj although it contained many tecbni- 
eal, legal, and medical terms 
The skill dis- 


played in the translation excited the admiration 
of the Court and all capable of judging of its 
merits. For this service Mr. Burritt charged 
eighteen dollars, remarking that this-sum would 
not be deemed an unreasonable compensation 
for the twelve days spent,as that would be "about 
•what any other blacksmith would charge pro- 
vided he could do it with hammer and tongs," 


This case shows that Mr. Burritt is satisfied 


that the usual wages paid to master workmen at 
Uacksmithing is a fair standard for men of skill 
in all toe other pursuts of life 
If he is right in 


this, then all who receive more than at this rate 
are overpaid. If skillful men in some other 
pursuits are not overpaid, then skillful men in 
the mechanic arts do not receive enough. The 
equality of wages is on* that is engaging the 
attention of many persons at the present time, 
pattieuUtlj the amount paid to those in office, 
and this case famishes the opinion of one man 
upon, the subject of an appropriate and jnst 
compensation for labo*

Mr. Editor.—The season is delightful—and 1 
m not llie first by thousands who have been 
nduced to make the expression. 
Thete is a 


sensation of pleasure produced in looking upon 
be works of nature, IB beholding the verdant 
cenery and observing in imagination the con- 
rast between the rank, rich green that crowns 
very valley, hill and plain. 
And the melan- 


;holly gloom of winter from which we have so 
ately emerged. There is an emotion of beauty 
elt which is indescribable, and which none can 
ppreciate but those who look on and contern- 
jlate in beholding the majestic symetry of the 
ofly elm, the grandeur ot the towering oak, 
he slope and rise of the hills gliding up and 
eceding in the distance. 
Such feelings have 


>een produced in passing within a few days 
hrough the towns of Monroe, Brooks, Jackson, 
Dtimont and some others in this county; all ot 
which present their varieties of 
mountain 


scenery unrivalled by any others we have seen 
n this or any other Slate. 
The road from 


Vlonroe passes over a newly cultivated and un-' 
even surface, most of the way, and presents 
nothing peculiarly interesting till you pass the 
neat little village of Brooks; when a rare and 
picturesque Und scape like a great panorama 
opens to your view. 
The road which very 


neatly in one direction from Brooks through 
Jackson to f^nmont, presents a seen that is truly 
interesting: now you nnd yourself deeeend»Qg a 
gradual slope chequered 
with fields teeming 


with vegetation shaded with now and then a 
lonely elin or solitary maple; then on the top ol 
some rising eminence, when, on either hand are 
presented far and near, lofly hills blue in the 
distance, and nearer tinged with the foliage of a 
summer s green; while here and there the neat 
comfortable and laxly farm house, surrounded 
with its thriving orchard and decorated with its 
smiling flower garden, bespeak the industry ot 
lU proprietors, and tell us that fair bands and 
fair hearts are busy in adding beauty to the 
beauties oi nature. 
All these things may be 


seen, and these emotions felt in a snort excur- 
sion. It is not my purpose to tell a stale story 
by giving in detail a minute description of the 
ground so often trod by your readers, but, I only 
ask them if they admire the works of nature in 
her most lovely apparel, if they wish to inhale 


this region, by telling them that they wear cloth to 
conceal their personal defects and their external 
diseases. Both men and women braid their hair 
with a great deal of taste 
The women braid the 


hair on the forepart of the head in two rows, which 
lie over the forehead not unlike the frill of a cap. 
That orr the back part is plaided into five or six 
braidi which reach below the shoulders. 


'•The men are of medium structure, remarkably 


well formed, healthy in their appearance and manlj 
in their deportment. They have knives, speajs, 
traveling bags and other articles of curious and in- 
genious workmanship, specimens of which_5Efti>ftr- 
cured fora very small quantity of beads. All of their 
implements are made of iron of their own, which is 
crnsidered vastly superior to any brought to the 
country by trading vessels. They set no vaine on 
cloth, and as yet have never acquired a taste for to- 
bacco or rum. Beads, powder and brassjthej prize 
very highly; and were willing to give away anything 
they had for the smallest quantities of either of these. 
They represent their country as mountainous and 
healthful, and affirm the cutaneous and other dis- 
eases common to the maritime regions are unknown 
among them. They have never participated in the 
slave trade, and regard it, as is by no means unnat- 
ural in their circumstances, with the utmost abhor- 
rence. One or two instances are known where they 
have visited attempts to enslave theirpSBttte' with 
signal vengeance. It is difficult to define tne limits 
and extent of their country. Perhaps the most 
wfcsterl) bound of what is known, as the Pangwe 
territory was within one hundred and fifty miles 
of the coast, and from thence it may extend many 
hundred miles into the interior and possibly spread 
itself over a large portion of the mountains ef the 
Moon. Their country is represented as immensely 
populous; but 1 could not learn thit they had any 
very large or powerful organizations. They are 
aware that vessel, visit the opposite coast, and they 
affirm that they have seen articles of merchandize 
brought from that quarter. 1 am inclined to think 
that the Pangwe people are migrating in large bod- 
ies toward the coast. If so the intermediate bush 
men, weakened as they are by the slave trade 
mast inevitably be supplanted."
